PROPERTY LOSS. INSURANCE. 
125,900 
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Fire Started from Unknown Cause at 6 o’clock 
Yesterday Morning---Fire Department 
Prompt but Helpless---A List 
of the Losses. 


\ 


HE most disastrous fire that has 
visited Atlanta for more than fif- 
teen years came at daybreak yester- 


day when a veritable tornado of flame 


' engulfed the old Markham block. Before 
the city was yet awake to the calamity, 
the flames had turned half a dozen build- 
ings into a furnace that cast its reflec- 
tion over the entire town. 

The entire loss when footed up accu- 
rately would reach almost three-quarters 
of a million dollars. 

The firms that suffered the greatest 
loss from the fire were: J. J. & J. E. 
Maddox; the. Arnold Hat Company; the 
Draper-Coggins Shoe Company; the R. 
N. Fickett Paper Company; the Gram- 
ling-Spalding Shoe Company; the McCon- 
nel Dry Goods Company; the Dinkins- 
Davidson Hatdware Company; the Plant 
Syrup Refining Company. : 

In the very heart of the business center 
of the city there is standing a heap of 
ashes and brick and toppling walls, a 
moaument to one of Atlanta’s crying 
needs. 

As the thousands of people viewed the 
fire-wrecked block there was but one 
thought uppermost in the minds of all, 
and that was: 

“Atlanta must get more water and more 
power at the pumping station to cope with 
the flames.” 

Though the firemen had all the latest 
and best apparatus, though they bent ev- 
ery muscle and every energy to the work 
before them, though they were men of ex- 
perience and efficiency, yet they could not 
stay the conflagration before all but two 
stores of the entire block were destroyed. 


TISCOVERY OF THE FLAMES. 


The flames were first discovered in th#: 
grocery house of J. J. & J. E. Maddox, 
which fronts on the railroad between 
Loyd and Collins streets. The fire quickly 
spread east and west, igniting the rear of 
the handsome block of buildings fronting 
on Loyd street on the old Markham house 
site, and three dwelling houses fronting 
on Collins street. 

All the firms which suffered loss oc- 
cupied the block of buildings on Loyd 
etreet, except that of J. J. & J. E. Mad- 
dox. 

The origin of the fire is not known. 
The watchman was gone, and the flames 
were first seen issuing from the doors 
and windows of the building of J. J. & 
J. EB. Maddox. An alarm was sent in as 
quickly as possible, and the entire fire 
@epartment responded readily. 

Phe high north wind fanned the flames 
Which had already gotten considerable 
etart, and from the very first the fire- 
men seemed unable to cope with the fire. 

Just as there appeared to be some lit- 
tle hope of confinir~ the flames to the 
building where the fire first started, 
there came an explosion, 
have been caused by the heating of 
sirup or kerosene oil. This explosion 
shattered the west wall of the building 
and hurled burning rafters against the 
rear of the block of buildings fronting 

-on Loyd street. Doors and windows 
were ignited, and the flames leaped hun- 
grily into the rear of three stores, those 
of the Arnold Hat Company, the Draper- 
Coggins Shoe Com~any and the Fickett 
Paper Company. The stores were sepa- 
rated by fire walls, but that made little 
difference, as each of the three caught on 
fire at the same time. It took the fire 
but a little while to communicate with 
the stores north of those ignited by the 
‘ explosion. Th~ firemen succeeded in sav- 
ing the stores of the McConnell Dry 
Goods Company and the Dinkins-David- 
gon Hardware Companv 

In the meantime the three houses on 
Colling street, which backed up on the

flames. 

The Maddox buildine was totally de- 
Stroyed with everythine in it, only a 
small portion of .the walls being left 
standing. Four of the stores on the 
Loyd street block were totally destroyed. 
while the others were so badly damaged 
that they may have to be torn down. 

The stock in four of the buildings was 
a total loss, and the furniture in the 
Collins street houses.was almost a total 
loss, the buildings themselves being 
burned to the ground. 

FIREMEN FOUGHT IN VAIN. 

While the firemen did their utmost to 
fight the fire, it was apparent to the 
crowd looking on that for somé reason 
they were unable to do their full meas- 
ure of duty. The reason of this is said 
to be the want of water and water press- 
ure. Chief Joyner’ states there is a 
lesson in it for the people of Atlanta, 
and Judge Hillyer, president of the water 
board, says it should teach all to turn 
out and vote for water bonds. It is a 
certainty that the supply of water was 
not equal to the occasion, and that the 
firemen were not able to check the rav- 
ages of the flames until the fire had 
spent itself. 

Not for many years has Atlanta had 
such a conflagration, and it is remarked 
upon as a singular coincidence that the 
scene of the fire should be on the identi- 
cal site which witnessed such a blaze 
in the summer of 1896, when the old 


became prey for the 


Markham house and many adjoining 
buildings were destroyed. 

The handsome block of buildings which 
fronted on Loyd street, and which is 
now a smoking and smoldering ruin, oc- 
cupied the site of the Markham house. 
The storehouse of J. J. & J. E. Maddox 
was in the rear of the site, separated 
from the Loyd street block by a thirty- 
foot alley. 

The firemen had to fight the fire under 


great difficulties, aside from the scarcity 
of water. The weather was intensely 
cold, and the water spray froze on the 
buildings, as they burned, and clung: in 
icicles to the clothing of the. firemen. 

The wind was high, and the tall build- 
ings easily caught the draught from heat 
and wind, and the devouring flames 
found no dffficulty in having their willful 
way. 

Crowds gathered about the scene and at 
8 o'clock, when the flames had about 
spent themselves, fully’ 3,000 people 
were there to see the final struggle of the 
tired and frozen firemen. 

WATCHMAN WAS ABSENT. 

Watchman Pruitt, who was absent from 
his post when the fire was discovered, 
had been permitted to go home at day- 
light, and he left, thinking all danger was 
over. 

At 5:45 o’clock Patrolman Gloer, who 
Was near the union depot, chanced to 
look down the. railroad. tracks and. he 
saw a great puff of black smoke leap 
from the windows and doors in the Mad- 
dox building. A second later a tongue 
of flame licked out. The policeman 
dashed to the nearest fire call-box and 
hurriedly sent in an. alarm. .In a few 
minutes the fire department was on the 
scene. Chief Joyner saw at once that 
he had one of the hardest fights of his 
life on his hands... Every man, wagon 
and engine of the entire department was 
called out, and the fight began. ; 

The apparatus was there, the men were 
there, the will to do was there, but that 
very necessary other ingtedient for fight- 
ing fires was not—water,, or water power, 
was absent! : ’ 

INTERIOR IN A BLAZE.

yesterday morning how slender a mar- 
gin of safety their fortunes rest upon. 
The hopeless inadequacy of the present 
water works system was - made vividly 
apparent to the town. The revelation was 
made at an approximate cost of half a 
million dollars. 

It is believed that this costly lesson will 
result in the withdrawal of the last 
vestige of opposition to the issuance of 
water bonds by the city, and that aroused 


decisive steps to wipe out existing de- 
ficiencies. 
THE CITY IS HELPLUESS. 

Working under present conditions the 
town is practically helpless. Few prop- 
erty owners know how little the firemen 
can do, hampered as they are, and how 
insignificant is the maximum fire fighting 
capacity of the department. 

Fire Chief W. R. Joyner, who speaks 
on the subject with absolute authority, 
sums the matter succinctly. He says: 

“Six good streams pumped by 
three steamers not employing their 
fullest power represent the maxi- 
mum capacity of the Atlanta fire de- 
partment, ‘while the present inade- 
quate watcr supply continues. In 
the department I have men and hose 
and apparatus enough to play 
twenty streams of water on a fire, if 
I could get the water. 

“Tf we cannot have a thirty-inch 
water main across town, then Ged 
help the city in the event of a great 
conflagration.’’ 

Chief Jovner speaks with conviction 
from certain. know!edge. 

The present mains will convey enough 
water to the hydrants to furnish two good 
fire hose streams when the engines at the 
pumping station are working at fire press- 
ure. The-volume of the streams decrease 
rapidly as other hose lines are added, 
until when six streams are being played 
the water barely. reaches to the ‘third 
story of an ordinary business structure. 


| When the fire department steamers are 


brought into requisition, only three’ of 
them can be employed, and even they can 
not be run atthe highest pressure for 
lack of sufficient ‘quantity of water.

It is 
estimated that the fire loss of yesterday 
morning was greater than the entire cost 
of the desired tmprovements. 
INSURANCE RATES AFFECTED. 

Another consideration that those who 
favor the water bonds are bringing to 
bear is the probable increase in insurance 
rates. ,Atianta has been favored in the 
matter of rates in the past because of the 
excellence of her fire department and her 
fine water works plant.’ While none of 
the fire underwriters will discuss the sit- 
uation, those who favor the bonds say 
prudent business motives will cause the 
rates to advance if sufficient protection is 
not given the insured property. 

Thorough investigation and _ inquiry 
would seem to lead to the conclusion that 
the coming water bond vote will result in 
an overwhelming victory for those who 
favor the bonds. 

The Constitution has obtained, and this 
morning presents, expressions of opinion 
from three men who are perhaps more 
thoroughly familiar with existing condi- 
tions and needs than any other men in 
Atlanta. These men are. Fire Chief W. 
R. Joyner, Judge George Hillyer, presi- 
dent of the board of water commissioners, 
and Colonel Park Woodward, superin- 
tendent of the city water works depart- 
ment. Each of them urges the issuance 
of water bonds to remedy present evils. 
Judge Hillyer has figured conspicuously 
in the past as an opponent of bond issues, 
but he heartily favors the proposed water 
bonds. 

CHizrs JOYNER TALKS. 

“The big fire of yesterday,” said Chicf 
Joyner last night, “is the strongest argu- 
ment in favor of the municipal water 
bond issue If we cannot have a thirty- 
inch water main across town, then God 
help the city in the event of a great con- 
flagration. .Never did 1 so fully apprezi- 
ate the condition of the water system 
as I did yesterday morning when my men 
were engaged in the work of subdting 
the flames in the old Markham house 
block. 

“Although there was a heavy pressure 
the water pipes were so small that hy- 
drant streams would barely carry fifty 
feet. This was so short that to put wa- 
ter on the flames meant the sacrifice of the 
lives of all the men who might be required 
to go close 2nough to throw water on the 
burning buildings. I realized at once 
what we had to contend with and had my 
engines working for ali they were worth. 
“The work done was with the aid of 
cnly six streams, four of tnese being 
earried to the:tower pire, which, with the 
aid: of two pumping engines, was-able to 
throw a fine stream of water. The other 
‘two streams were backed up by the cther 
engine. With the three engines working 
ithe suction was so great that the hry- 
drants -in the vicinity were weli nigh 


‘worthless. 

‘ "When we reached the fire yesterday 
morning the Maddox building was a mass ’ 
of flames and had we had all the water 
‘in the Chattahoochee to pour into the 
building at one time the structure could 
not have been savel.

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t While the Big Fire Was Under Headway. 
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BY WRECK AND BY FLAMES 
MANY PASSENGERS PERISH 


Trenton, N. J., Fébruary 21.—One of the 
worst collisions in the history of the Am- 
boy division of the Pennsylvania railroad 
occurred. about 5:30 o'clock this ‘evening at 
Rusting’s siding, near Bordentown and 
about eight mifes.south of Trenton. The 
‘Nellie Bly’’ express from New York for 
Atlantic .City collided. with passenger 
train No. 330, running from Camden to 
Treygton., The number of dead so far-as 
known is ten and the number of injured 
upward of twenty-five. 

A special train about 5 o’clock from the 
scene of the wreck brought four dead 
bodies and’ eighteen wounded persons to 
Trenton. The wounded ‘were distributed 
among the three Trenton hospitals. Other 
wounded passengers were taken to Cooper 
hospital at Camden. 

Among the killed was Walter Earl, en- 
gineer of the express and James Birming- 
ham, baggagemaster of the local train. 

Frank Roland, a passenger ontrain No. 
330, an employee of the Pennslvania Rail- 
road Company, has both legs cut off. The 
doctors say he will die. 

_Michael McGraw. fireman on the “Nellie 
Bly.’’ was badly injured, but is expected 
to recover. 

Frank .Thompson, engineer of No. 330 
had a leg broken and is badly bruised. 
He is in a.precarious condition. 

Edward Garwood, fireman on No. 339, 
was badly bruised by jumping, but will re- 
cover. 

Edward Sapp, conductor of No. 330,. was 
also injured by being thrown forward on 
the floor of the rear car of this train. 
His wounds are not believed to be serious.

The two trains collided at full speed 
and both engines were completely demol- 
ished. The forward qar of the express 
train, in both ;instances, a combination 
baggage and smoker, were entirely demol- 
ished, also, and to add to the horror, the 
wreckage took fire. The second car of the 
“Nellie Bly’’ turned over on its side and 
the passengers had to climb out through 
the windows. In thjs they were assisted 
by passengers from the cars that did not 
leave the track. 

The track at this point isso close to the 
Delaware and Raritan cana] that the pas- 
sengers in getting out of the overturned 
coaeh got into the canal and many of the 
bodies of the dead and injured had to be 
taken from the waters, ; 

Thomas Lawrence, of Trenton, said he 
saw one man buried beneath the ruins and 
crying for assistance. He tried to pry 
him -out, ‘but found he could do nothing 
to help him. He believes the man _ per- 
ished in the flames. The scene of the 
wreck was far from outside assistance and 
when the wrecking train arrived from 
Trenton it was after dark and the work

BAILEY THROWS A BOMB

Ugly State of Affairs Exposed and 
Investigation Ordered — Hep- 
burn Denounces Officers as 
Tyrants — Fitzgerald 

Attacks Hay. 


Wagehington, February 21.—This was 
another field day in the house. Two ds- 
tinct sensations occurred. During the 
consideration of an amendment to the de- 
ficiency appropriation bill to prevent 
hazing at the naval academy, Mr. Hep- 
burn, of Iowa, used exceedingly strong 
language while inveighing against the 
practice of hazing, charging by indirec- 
tion that the habits of tyrannv and op- 
pression formed by the officers of the 
army and navy at their academies was 
responsible for the refusal of sailors to 
enlist in the navy and for the large num- 
ber of desertions from the army. More- 
over, he alleged that the officers stood 
by each other when in trouble, saying 
that the commanders of twenty-five ves- 
sels of the navy lost since the civil war 
had, with one exception, escaped with 
slight punishment. Mr. Cannon, of IIll- 
nois, and Mr. Dayton, of West Virginia, 
warmly defended the navy.

Mr. Dinsmore, of Arkansas, exposed the 
fact that one of the employees of the 
house, while occupying one position, wags 
drawing salary for another and the dif- 
ference between the salaries was to be 
made up in one of the items in the Dill.

Mr. Bailey offered a resolution to appoint 
an investigating committee, which was 
referred to the committee. on rules, upon 
the assurance of Mr. Payne, the major- 
ity leader, that it would be reported at 


once. 

The general deficiency appropriation 
bill, the last of the appropriation bills, 
was passed. 

Mr. Sherman's amendment to prevent 
hazing at the naval academy was taken 
up. 

At the suggestion of Mr. Mudd Mr. 
Sherman modified the amendment so as 
to make a cadet dismissed on account 
of hazing ineligible for reappointment as 
a cadet at Annapolis and West Point. 

Mr. Grosvenor, of Ohio, said he §did 
not think a young man who might have 
been guilty of the practice of hazing 
should be debarred forever from aspiring 
to the dignity of being a soldier of the 
lnited States. The highest crime in the 
calendar was treason. Yet men who had 
fought four years against the flag of the 
United Stat-s were today on the rolls of 
the army as brigadier and major gen- 
erals—as loyal men as ever lived. He 
favored the amended Sherman propost- 
tion. 

Mr. Wheeler, of Kentucky, did not be- 
lieve the measure to repress hazir 
should be too harsh. He referred to the 
crusade against Roberts, of Utah, and 
to the events that were occurring in 
Kansas, under the leadership of a ‘‘mis- 
guided. h--sterical woman” as evidence of 
public sentiment run wild. 

Hepturn Creates a Sensation. 

Mr. Hepburn, of Iowa, who followed, 
created a sensation. He recalled the fact 
that when the Booz case first attracted 
the attention of the country the superin- 
tendent of the military academy rushed 
into print to declare that hazing had 
ceased at West Point. Yet the committee 
of the house had found forty-one cases 
where under class men had been called 
out to engage in brutal prize fichts. 
When he declared that he favored a “‘cer- 
tain, fixed, severe punishment’ for the 
cowing and browbeating of the younger 
class at the academies his statement re- 
ceived a round of applause. 

Why, Mr. Hepburn asked, was the 
navy department 8,000 men short of its 
complement? Why had there been 4,000 
desertions from the army? Because the 
men were American citizens compelled to 
serve under men ‘schooled in tyranny 
and ovpression.’’ These officers, Mr. 
Hepburn said, stood by each other. 

“T have in my pocket,” he said, ‘a list 
of twenty-five vessels of the United 
States cast away upon the rocks or 
shoals by incompetent officers since the 
close of the civil war. In many cases 
the ships were totally destroyed, but 
with a solitary exception their brother 
officers let the commander off with a 
sKkght punishment. The severest punish- 
ment inflicted was suspension of rankx. 
Even in China public opinion compels a 
commander who loses. his ship to com- 
mit suic'de. Here when a ship is cast 
away and becomes a tota! loss, nothing 
is done. I want to see a fixed and certain 
punishment for hazing. Men inured to 


mand troops or sailors of the United 
States and our boys will not serve under 
men reared in the unwholesome, perni- 
cious and damnable atmosphere of tyr- 
anny.” (Great applause.)

MUSCOGEE SUPERIOR COURT. 


Moore, Convicted of Murder, Gets 
Life Sentence. 

Columbus, Ga., February 21.—(Special.)— 
In the superior court today, Milford 
Moore, a negro who killed C. N. Narra- 
more, a white man, at the house of a 
negro woran, was convicted of murder 
with a recommendation to mercy, and 
given a life-time sentence in the peaiten- 
tiary. 

Today Will Wright, a well known young 
white man, was placed on trial charged 
with assault with intent to murder. He 
shot Buck Fontaine, a negro, two years 
ago, and the latter barely’ recovered. 
Wright claimed that he was acting in 
self defense; the negro maintained that 
the shooting was entirely unprovoked. 
Wright was convicted of unlawfully 
shooting at another and was fined $250. 

There is another case of assault with 
intent to murder pending against him, 
he having shot a negro during the street 
fair of 1899. . 

Tomorrow his brother, Waker Wright, 
a well krown young railroad man, is to 
be placed on trial, charged with assault 
with intent to murder. The alleged 
crime, shooting a negro, occurred several 
years ago. He was tried once, but a mis- 
trial resulted. 

The several cases against the Wright 
beys recalls the death of their father, 
Jesse Wright, a printer, a number of 
years ago. He was murdered by negroes 
and his sons have never forgotten the 
manner of his death.

MEANS SHORT LINE TO 


Central Bought the Chattanooga, 
Rome and Southern Road Once 
' ‘Before, but Gave It Up, 


‘ 

Columbus, Ga., February 21.—(Special.) 
The latest report about the Chattanooga, 
Rome and Southern railway, to the effect 
that it has been acquired by’ the Central 
of Georgia, which seems to be correct. 
fs of peculiar interest to the people of 
Columbus, as this citv will be greatly 
helped by the deal. That it will mean @ 
short Hine to Chattanooga from this city 
is regarded as an assured fact. 

It — been an open secret for some 
time that Mr. Borg, who controlled this 
matter, had parted with his holdings, 
and that some of the existing railwav 
systems had, through friends, secured 
control of this important line. It is now 
understod on reliable authority that the 
Central of Georgia rallway is the real 
purchaser. This is an announcement of 
the greatest possible interest to Columbus, 
as the extension of the Central's Green- 
ville branch to Newnan, broadening the 
gauge between Columbus and Greenville, 
will now be regarded as a certainty. 
This would give Columbus'‘a direct line 
to Chattanooga and another short line to 
the west. 

The Chattanooga, Rome and Southern 
is itself an important line, extending 
from Carroljton—where it had connec- 
tion with the Central of Georgia from 
Griffin—to Chattanooga. Besides the 
main line this road controlled the coal 
road connecting the important Durham 
mines with its main line. - 

The connection the Central secures 
through this purchase now gives to Co- 
lumbus, Griffin, Atlanta and Macon, and 
other important manufacturing points, 
the advantage of connections with the 
important’ coal mines over one line only, 
whereas coal by the very same route 
—— has traveled over two or three 

nes. 

An examination of the map will show 
how practicable and feasible an exten- 
sion of the Central’s line from Greenville 
to Newnan will be. It will give a splen- 
did new and: pérfectl} feasible stort line 
from Chattanooga, via Newnan, to Colum- 
bus. Qf course, .with this extension the 
bro ning of the gauge on the Colum- 
bus and Rome road, between this city 
and Greenville, will be necessary. 

The effect of this new line can be read- 
ily appreciated, for it will vitalize the old 
Columbus, Rome and Southern roads, put 
new life into the Columbus and Green- 
ville branch, and give to Columbus and 
southwest Georgia a closer connection 
with the west than now enjoyed. 

The Central, during a former manage- 
ment, bought this property once before, 
but the operation of the road then was 
not under advantageous circumstances.

As the dormitory will be 
for the use of the boys, the chancellor 
some time ago invited the students to 
offer any suggestions they saw fit, and all 
these suggestions will be considered and 
will doubtless have a’ good deal of weight 
with the committee in charge of the new 
buildings. 

Severa] years ago the class of '88 bought 
& settee for the university. The plate on 
this settee, however, has been badly 
scratched, and at the centennial com- 
mencement the class will take steps to 
buy a new plate, : 

The university endowment committee is 
hard at work. Until the first of May the 
state will be canvassed among the alumni 
and the friends of the university. Already 
a large sum has been subscribed, and it is 
the hope of the committee to raise $50,- 
000 before June, and if this is done the 
committee will keep at work and raise 
the sum to $100,000 before they stop.

Report Says There Will Be

W'LAUBIN. TO BE A. JUDGE 


President Said To Contemplate the 
Rewarding of Gold Democrats 
in Soutih Carolina—McLau- 


rin To Be Dispenser 
of Patronage. 


Charleston, 8. C., February 21.—(Speciil.) 
Accérding to statements made here today 
by men closely associated with republi- 
can leaders and . politicians, wholesale 
changes are planned for the big federal 
Offices in South Carolina. Behind the 
whole thing is the policy of the president 
to get more representative men on the 
republican side, and serious considera- 
tion will be given to the appointment of 


gold democrats. The rumor has gained 
such circulation here as to cause uneasi- 
ness to many of the present office holders, 
and if the plans are carried out, the axe 
will begin to fall early in April. It is 
said that nothing will be done before 
that time; but when the move is once 
made, the work wil] be rushed until the 
programme now being mapped out in 
Washington is concluded. A straw held 
out in favor of the present holders is that 
the terms are not yet finished, although 
it is sald that this will be merely a de- 
tail to be overcome by the republican 
leaders, who will undertake to fill the 
best offices in South Carolina, 
Interesting in this connection is the re- 
port that Senator John lL. McLaurin, 
whose friendly attitude to the McKinley 
administration, has caused him to be 
severely criticized at home, will — be 
given a judgeship by McKinley, which 
will hold good for life. The statement Is 
éven made by men, who claim they know 
whereof they speak, that McLaurin will 
be put on the bench in the district of 
Columbia, as a vacancy will shortly occur 
there through the reaching of the age lim- 
it by a judge now holding office. In con- 


nection with this rumor, there is a pre- 
vailing opinion in Marion county, near 
the home of Senator McLaurin, that he 
will not be a candidate for re-election to 
the senate two years hence, and his home 
friends believe he will be handsomely 
cared for by the president. Nearly two 
years ago Senator McLaurin had his eye 
on what he thought to be a probable va- 
cancy in South Carolina, although this 
did not follow, and it is now thought 
that he will be given a judgeship away 
from home. The report that he was to be 
taken in for the District of Columbia 
seems to lend support to the common talk. 
If the South Carolina plans are carried 
out, Senator McLaurin will have a lead- 
ing voice in the appointments for this 
state. His advice will be accepted by the

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He Was Driven from. Phenix,

WAS FORBIDDEN TO RETURN 


Came Back Quietly to McCormick To 
, See About Property—Masked 
Men Came Into Town and 
Shot Him Dowi—An- 
other Is Wounded. 


Columbia, S. C., February 21.—(Special.) 
James W. Tolbert, one of the men driven 
from the Phenix section at the time of 
the election riots in November, 1898, was 
ehot down in the street of McCormick at 
noon today by a party of masked men. 

James Tolbert, with Ry Ed Touibert, his 
nephew, were exiled at the sarc time, 
the trouble arising because ‘“Red” was a 
candidate for congress, and his connection 


stirred up the negroes. At the time of the 
trouble James Tolbert was postmaster 


at McCormick, and on leaving, his wife 
was appointed postmaster. Tolbert had 
half a dozen citizens tried in the United 
States court for conspiracy, one of them 
eighty-six years old. They were all ac- 
quitted, but the feeling against hiné be- 
came more bitter. 

A year ago he visited his wife at McCor- 
mick, but wes chased from the house at 
night, and escaped through the woods. 
He has considerable property in Green- 
wood county, and has-made flying visits 
to Greenwood during the last year, each 
time being run away @s8 soon as it was 
discovered that he was in the neighbor- 
rccd. 

Several days ago Tolbert arrived at 
McCormick, and has been engaged in 
renting his property, much of which has 
been untenanted.

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TOLBERT SHOT 
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ALABAMA REVENUE BILL 


Legislature Begins Consideration of 
the Measure, 


{IT WILL RAISE BIG MONEY 


Appropriations Have Been Increased 
and a Great Deal of Money 
Is Needed. 


Montgomery, Ala:, February 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The genera] assembly this morning 
undertook the biggest job with which it 
will have to deal during its experience— 
the consideration of the general revenue 
bill. The joint committee, which sat dur- 
ing the recess, prepared the bill, which is 
in terms almost the same as that ap- 
proved and adopted by the Johnston ad- 
ministration two years ago, which, on ac- 
count of the error of a legislative clerk, 
was declared by the supreme court to be 
unconstitutional. It is essentially a reve- 
nue getter, but the appropriations have 
been so greatly increased that it Is neces- 
sary to add substantially to the state’s. 
income. 

The house is today considering the bill 
in committee of the whole and will likely 
be engaged upon it for several days, 

The senate devoted most of its time to 
the discussion of a bill to appropriate 
$20,000 to the establishment and main- 
tenance of a quarantine plant at Mobile. 
Senators Jenkins, Bostick and Norman 
opposed it, but it was advocated by Sena- 
tors Jelks and Goldsby and passed with 
only five dissenting votes. 

Messrs, Martin and Cappleman, com- 
missioners of the Charleston exposition, 
who have been here since last Tuesday, 
have done effective work on the legisla- 
ture, having had reported favorably their 
bill appropriating $6,000 for the erection of 
an Alabama building at the Charleston ex- 
position. 

The senate committee still declines to 
report on the tniform textbook bill and 
the measure appears to be locked up. On 
account of Washington’s birthday and the 
continued indispositiow of Speaker Pettus 
the agsembly today adjourned over untij 
next Monday.

PRISONER PUT ON A TRAIN 


Sheriff and Business Men Meet 
Train, Take Prisoner to Court- 
house — Convicted and 
Sentenced Within 20 
Minutes. 


Columbia, 8. C., February 21.—(Special.) 
The case of the negro, Livingston, who 
confessed to having been implicated in 
the murder of the daughter of the keeper 
of the national cemetery ut Florence some 
months ago, was quickly disposed of at 
the court of sessions. Since escaping 
from the mob that killed his partner, who 
was the actual myrderer, Livingston has 
been in the penitentiary here for safe 
keeping. 

Judge Watts ordered that he be taken 
to Florence on a certain train and directed 
the train to stop at a certain crossing. 
This was done, and a posse of special 
deputies, sworn in by the sheriff and con- 
sisting of business men of Florence, met 
the negro and escorted him to the court- 
house. He was immediately arraigned, 
pleaded guilty, and was sentenced to ten 
years at hard labor. Livingston was taken 
back to the crossing, a freight train was 
stopped, and in twenty minutes after ar- 
riving in Klorence he was on his way 
back to Columbia, The people of Filor- 
ence knew nothing of the matter till the 
man was out of reach.

ing Tolbert collector, and he had 
to be fired for hiding contraband 
liquor in the store room of the 
custom house.

HE NAMED HIS’ SLAYERS. 


In Dying Moments Williams Accuses

Diligent search was made 
for Saxton yesterday. Messages were 
sent to his home at Fairmount, Spartan- 
burg county, but his parents have no 
knowledge of his whereabouts, not hav- 
ing seen him since he left for Greenville 
a few days ago.

“Be it Known to all men that the war 
which has been forced upon the Trans- 
vaal republics by the British government 
still rages over South Africa: that all the 
customs of civilized: warfare and the con- 
ventions of the Geneva and The Hague 
are not observed by the enemy who have 
‘rot scrupled, contrary to the Geneva con- 
vention, to capture doctors and ambu- 
larces and deport them in order to pre- 
Yent our wounded frem getting medical 
oe that they have seized ambu- 

nee material appurtaining to them: 
. they have not hesitated to have recourse 
to primitive rules or warfare, contiury 
to the solemn agreement of The Hague, 
to arrest neutrals and deport them and 
to send out marauding bands to plunder, 
burn and damage burghers’ private prop- 
erty; that they have armed Kaffirs and 
natives and used them against us in the 
war; that they have been continually 
capturing women and children and old 
and sickly men and that there have been 
many deaths among the women because 
the so-called Christian enemy had no 
consideration for women on a sick bed, 
or those whose state of health should 
have protected them against rought treat- 
ment. 

Women Outraged, 


“Honorable women and tender children 
have not only been treeted roughly but 
have been irsulted by soldiers by order 
of their officers. Moreover, old mothers 
and women have been outraged, even 
wives and children and the property of 
prisoners of war have not been respected. 
In many instances the mother and father 
have been taken, the house has been left 
unprotected and all have been left to 
their fate, an easy prey to savages. 

“The world has untruthfully been in- 
. formed by the enemy that they have been 
obliged to carry out this destruction be- 
cause the burghers blow up the railway 
lines, cut the wéres and misuse the white 
flag. Nearly all the houses in the repub- 
lics have been destroy2d, whether in the 
neighborhood of the railroad or not. The 
alleged misuse of the white flag is simp- 
ly a countenance of the _ everlast- 
ing calumny against which the 
Afrékander has had to strive since the 
time God brought him in contact with the 
Englishman. Robbing his opponent of 
goods only does not setisfy him; he is 
not satisfied until he robbed him of his 
gocd name also. 

“They state to the world that the re- 
publics are conquered and that only 
here and there small plundering bands 
are continuing the strife in an irrespon- 
sible manner. That is an untruth. The 
republics are not conquered. The war 
is not finished. ‘The burgher forces of 
the two republics are still led by re- 
sponsibie leaders, as from the com- 
mencement of the war, under the super- 
vision of the governments of both repub- 
lics.

Cisneros Says When the Time 


Comes To Fight Cubans Wil 
Be Prepared, 


DECLARES AMERICANS 
ARE LIKE THE MONKEY 


Get Hold of Any- 
thing He Says We Never 
Want To Turn Loose. 
Refuses To Sign the 

Constitution. 


When We 


Havana, February 21.—The Cuban con- 
stitution, first submitted by the central 
committee to the convention at the pub- 
lic session of January 21, was signed to- 
day. ‘One copy was sent to Governor 
General Wood and the other placed 
among the records of the convention. 
The attendance was not large. 

At 5.o’clock the members affixed their 
signatures, the president and vice presi- 
dent leading off, the two secretaries sign- 
ing last. Senor Cisneros created a sen- 
sation by refusing to sign it. He said: 

“Cuba is now independent, and I can 
see no reason for sending this constitu- 
tion to the United States for acceptance. 
The United States government has no 
right to pass upon it, for it is a distinct- 
ly Cuban document and was drawn up by 
this convention which has assumed the 
responsibility of establishing the repub- 
lic.’’ 


Cisneros Talks of Fighting. 

Several delegates argued with him, but 
he was immovable. As the delegates re- 
tired, Senor Tamaya remarked: 

‘“‘We are all Cubans, senor,’’ and Senor 
Cisneros replied: 

“Yes, when the time comes to fight the 
Americans we will fight them together.”’ 

Then he turned toward the press table 
and, shaking his fist at the American 
newspaper men, he sald: 

“The Americans are like the monkev. 
When the monkey closes its paw on a 
thing it never wants to let go.”’ 

Subsequently he said he would sign 
the copy of the constitution that had 
been filled with the records of the con- 
vention, but would wait until the other 
had been sent to Washington. 

Senor Capote, president of the conven- 
tion, will deliver the document to Gen- 
eral Wood at the valace tomorrow morn- 
ing at half past nine. 

General Wood and his staff will receive 
formally the commission charged with 
the duty of presenting the constitution. 
The latter wil] be translated, and a copy 
in English will be sent to Washington 
with the original. Probably the transla- 
tion will not be ready before Monday. 

What McKinley Wants. 

This afternoon Genera] Wood sent a 
personal letter to Senor Tamayo, chair- 
man of the special committee on rela- 
tions, outlining the suggestions received 
from Secretary Root, but pointin~ out 
that these were only expressions of the 
opinion of the executive department as 
to what the people of Cuba should desire 
to have established and agreed upan be- 
tween the United States and Cuba, and 
should not be taken as an official dec- 
laration of the United States, it beirig 
necessary to refer the whole matter to 
congress. 

The special committee on relations has 
not yet decided what report it will make, 
Another meeting has been called for to- 
morrow. 

Governor General Wood will appoint a 
commission consisting of two Cuban 
merchants, two Americans ani Collector 
Bliss, as chairman, to revise the taritts. 
A supplementar~ revision will be first 
made and submitted to merchants in 
Havana and the Unfted States for sug- 
gestions: The Cubans take kindly to the 
scheme which will allow them a voice in 
arranging the duties. 


STATE SANITARIUM AFFATRS. 


Meeting of Prudential Committee of 
Board of Trustees. 
Milledgeville, Ga., February 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The prudential committee of the 
board of trustees of the state sanitarium 
met at that institution yesterday at 10 
o'clock. This was the regular meeting 
of the board, which occurs the third 
Wednesday in each month. The entire 
board, consisting of Dr. R. B. Nisbet, of 
Eatonton; J. R. Van Buren, of Griswold- 
ville; M. H. Harris, of Sparta, and Dr. 
George D. Case, of Milledgeville, were 
present. The only business of any -im- 
portance beyond the regular routine du- 
ties of the committee that was transact- 
ed was the purchase of a year’s supply 
of coal. The contract for 6,000 tons was 
awarded to the Lewisburg Coal Company, 
of Lewisburg, Ala., and the contract to 
furnish 600 tons of steam coal was award- 
ed to the Domingo Coal Company, of 
Tennessee. The coal was bought at an 
average price of $2.84 18-33 per ton, f. o. b. 
the sanitarium. The coal last year cost 
an average per ton of $3.0 for the same 
amount. This reduction in the price 
makes a saving of between $1,300 and 

$1,400 for the sanitarium. 

A meeting of the full board will be held 
on March 2ist to receive plans and spec- 
ifications for the erection of the new 
buildings at the sanitarium. The ground 
upon which these buildings will be erect- 
ed has been decided upon and the sur- 
vey made by Captain DeSaussure, the 
engineer at tne sanitarium. 
decided by the board to erect twin bulld- 
irgs, instead of one large bufGing, and 
that these buildings shall be occupied by 
the negroes. When these buildings are 
erected the space covered by the build- 
ings at the institution will cover more 
ground than those of any other institu- 
tion of the kind in the United States.

Macon, Ga., February 21.—(Special.)—

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A Warning to Atlanta. 
Atlanta has just been visited by one 
of the most disastrous fires in her his- 
tory, and we have the word of the 
president of the water board and the 
chief of the fire department for it that 


under present conditions its repetition - 


is likely at any time. 

The waterworks equipment of At- 
lanta is ‘altogether inadequate for the 
city as it stands today. The mains in 
the center of the city were put in when 
there was no anticipation of the pres- 
ent demands upon them; the connec- 
tions with the reservoir—in fact, the 
entire outfit—was for the Atlanta of 
ten years ago, and have been wholly 
outgrown. The authorities have time 
and again notified the people of the 
necessity of new equipment, but, 
through some strange misconception, 
every effort to provide means for this 
purpose has been defeated. 

In the heat of July we had the 
threat of drought, which so alarmed 
the populace that public meetings. were 
hield and the work of the authorittes 
Was 6xpedited by the pressure of pub- 
lic opinion. 3 , 

In the biting frost of February an 
immense business block has been de- 
stroyed by fire, half a dozen firms have 
been burned out, workmen have been 
thrown out of employment and the fire 
department, the best in the country, 
found itself handicapped by the lack 
of water. 

With a plentiful water eupply, the 
loss would have been insjenificant. 
Hon. George Hillyer, president of the 


water board, declares that the only / 


remedy is new equipment. Chief Joy- 
ner, of the fire department, says that 
without decided improvement, it will 
be useless to try to fight the advance of 
fire. 

This constitutes a case for the study 
of the people. An election has been 
ordered to authorize the issue of water 
bonds. Ifthe people vote for the issue, 
as they should, our waterworks sys- 
tem can be brought up to date. If they 
fail to vote bonds, the city will stand 
paralyzed. Plainly, the people have the 
whole case before them. The results of 
yesterday’s fire, supplemented by the 
statements of President Hillyer and 
Chiet Joyner, should be éonclusive. 


The Silk Market. 

It may be a surprise to some that 
the great increase of cotton fabrics has 
not in the least ctirtaiJed the use of 
silk, A coftispicuous fact is that the 
silk industry is rapidly extending. It 
is claimed that more people are wear- 
ing silk than ever before. While 
France ljeads in the production of silk, 
the United States come next, and will, 
in a year or two, claim first place, 


owing to the superiority of our skilled | 


workmen. 

As Georgia was once engaged in the 
silk business, and as it is still an avail- 
able. industry for our people, this fact 
must have for us a strong interest. A 
leading French trade paper has this 
to say of the present silk market: 

The United States seems dfsposed to 
take. the lead among the silk producers of 
the world. During the last three years 


* the consumption of raw silk in the United 


States has exceeded that of France. To 
say the least, the producing power of the 
United States has equaled that of France 
sinee 1897, and American manufacture has 
@ power of expansion that ours does not 
possess.

others for producing ribvons and other 
silk goods. These factories belong to 
1 ss and to Germans, French and

Not a Democratic Speech. 

The speech of Congressman: John J. 
Lentz, of Ohio, in which, in effect, he 
openly advocated desertion from the 
army in the Philippines and repeated 
anonymous charges against our sol- 
diers, was not only foolish, but wicked. 
The misfortune of the situation is that 
he will be quoted as a democrat, mak- 
ing millions of patriotic citizens share 
responsibility for his vapid utterances. 
His career during the present session 
of congress has been that of.a com- 
mon scold, who, from a platform of 
Ishmaelitism, has struck out blindly 
against every interest presented. The 
worst of it all is that Mr. Lentz is not 
alone. From the beginning of the pres- 
ent session the democratic minority 
has acted without plan or cohesion. It 
has had no defined policy and every 
man has struck out for himself: with- 
out regard to either present or future. 

The defeat of the party in the na- 
tional election rendered all the more 
important the attitude of its congres- 
sional representation. ‘ Leadership was 
transferred to the floor of the house, 
and from that arena should have gone 
out the slogan which would have ral- 
lied the masses for the future. The 
minority failed to appreciate the im- 
portant relation which it bore to the 
government as well. as to the people. 
It had the right of amendment in the 
interest of the whole people. It was 
not the party in power, but it was the 
legitimate agency for the criticism of 
that party and for the amendment of 


its projects, and finally for the lodg- | 


ment of that appeal which should 
eventually be made to the masses. 

- When such men as Mr. Lentz think 
they can build up a party on the dis- 
crediting of our own national agencies 
and the belittling of American man- 
hood, they fall into grievous error. The 
democratic party in the states of the 
south represent the controlling gov- 
erning forces. They are interested in 
the development and growth of the 
whole country at home and abroad. 
They represent one single commercial 
asset of $500,000,000 a year. They 
have growing manufacturing interests 
which now command the coarse cot- 
ton goods markets of the world, and 
which have doubled over in capacity 
within the past five years. This dem- 
ocratic constituency is interested in 
patriotism and in property rights and 
dollars and cents as well. These peo- 
ple demand the consideration due to 
men of affairs, and they refuse to be 
led by snarlers who are unable to ap- 
preciate the responsibilities of leader- 
ship. 

The time has come when those who 
profess to speak for democracy must 
bear these things in mind, It is, per- 
haps, too late to expect reform from 
the members of an expiring congress, 
but it is to be hoped that the new 
congress will develop a democratic 
leadership worthy of the name and of 
the country.

Described by Themselves. 

When a democrat attempts to de- 
scribe the work of the present con- 
gress, what he says is apt to be dis- 
counted because of his supposed parti- 
sanship. 

That charge, however, cannot be 
made against so staunch a republican 
as Senator Hale, when he said: 

It seems to me sometimes as if nothing 
is so thankless in the present condition of 
things, when every inferest and every 
scheme is organized to loot the treasury, | 
as to object. The general demoralization 
that has seized upon the public mind, 
upon congress, the tremendous expendi- 
tures that stand before our eyes every 
day, have demoralized the human mind. 
We are incapable, Mr. President, of read- 
ing and understanding and appreciating 
figures in the presence of the tremendous 
expenditures which some day will come 
back; and, when the people realize it, 
those who are responsible for them will 
call upon the rocks and mountains to hide 
them from the uprising of the people 
against this extravagance. It is too early 
yet, evidently. Every measure is urged 
because it has some great industry or in- 
terest or class behind it, and when we get 
to the end of this congress and figure up 
the appropriations, the sums will be 
larger, very considerably larger, than any 
estimate that has been made here on the 
floor of the senate by any authotity upon 
these subjects, 

When the government undertakes to 
become a silent, as well as a losing, 
partner in every business in the coun- 
try, it will be seen that it has tried to 
cover too much ground. It would be 
better to leave a little of the initiative 
to the people.

Philadelphia Makes Excuse. 

The pedple of Philadelphia have 
held: a municipal election, in which 
certain elements of reform under the 
municipal league sought to arouse the 
public conscience, but without avail. 
This result was to be expected from 
the renewed statement of The Times 
that the party in power held 80,000 
‘bogus tax receipt votes which it could 
cast at will. 

The Press, which has special patron- 
age of the Pure Ballot Movement in 
the United States, including the terri- 
tories and colonies, attached and un- 
attached, thus makes public confes- 
sion: 

The result of the election in Philadelphia 
yesterday was easily antivipated. The can- 
vass was listless and dull, and few outside 
of those actively engaged in political work 
took any interest in it. 

There are over 330,000 names on the as- 
sessors’ lists of voters in this city, and 
less than 200,000 of these are recorded as 
voting yesterday, All those ‘who make 
a living in politics, who belong to the or- 
ganizations in one capacity or another, 
who have expectations for themselves or 
others, do not fail to. vote, 

From the 200,000 who did vote we 
should subtract the 80,000 dummies, 
thus leaving only about 120,000 legiti- 
mate votes. This. abstention from the 
ballot box would be damnable in Mis- 
sissippi; but how must we describe it 
in Philadelphia? 

The Press pleads in excuse that— 

The citizens who do not go to the polls 
at these. local elections are those who 
have most at stake in the broad sense and 
whose votes if cast would be discriminat- 
ing and for better government. In. their 
absence the politiclanis can always have 
their own way. 

If the excuse is good for Philadel- 
phia, why not for Mississippi? Having 
made a good confession, it would now 
become The Press to give some evi- 


dence of sincere contrition, or, lacking 


that, a suitable brand of attrition 
would be accepted instead. 


Some Republican Objectors. 

There is evidence of alarm in many 
republican circles concerning the trend 
of events. The man who before the 
election expressed fear of the future 
was a croaker, but the men who are 
now engaged in the business aye large- 
ly republicans. . 

The Baltimore American, true blue 
and loyal to the letter of the party 
creed, has serious doubts about the 
coming inaugural ceremonies. “Too 
much of a royal pageant,” exclaims 
Genera] Agnus, whereupon he goes on 
to justify his description by saying 
that “‘the remarkable preparations for 
the inauguration on March 4th do not 
commend themselves to the judicious. 
They savor entirely too much of a 
royal pageant. This ceremonial has 
been for many years a source of inter- 
est and enjoyment to a Jarge number 
of the American people, but it has 
been a popular function, in which all 
could join, and the greater the multi- 
tude the more complete has been its 
success. The idea now seems to be 
to divest it of this popular character 
and make it a pageant analogous to 
that which signalizes the trowning of 
kings.” As an illustration @f his mean- 
ing, this eminent republican authority 
calls attention to the fact that— 

The uniformed militia have been noti- 
fied that they are not to appear in their 
own uniforms unless these are the regula- 
tion blue. The volunteer militia of the 
United States are the mainstay of the na- 
tion. Their uniforms are as varied as the 
hues of the rainbow, but they truly de- 
note the men and the states to which 
they bélong. They have the right to wear 
their uniformths and their friends flock to 
Washington to see them; but they have 
no right to wear the regulation uniform 
unless the latter happens to be theirs, 
and on such an occasion it must inevitably 
be a badge of subjection. ’ 

Symmetry or uniformity is appropriate 
at times, but it is impossible to imagine 
former illustrious presidents of the United 
States being pleased with the exclusion of 
great bodies of citizens from an inaugural 
procession, or from any portions of the 
ceremonies, because their uniforms or 
dress might mar the symmetry of the 
function. The more variegated such “4% 
procession, the more typical it will be of 
the vast body of freemen, whose wishes 
are supposed to prevail in the administra- 
tion of the government. 

Finally, The American observes that 
“other very objectionable features are 
thrusting themselves forward in the 
preparations which smack of pomp and 
do not contribute to that reverence for 
American institutions which is the 
sheet anchor of the nation. Of course, 
an inaugural ceremony, no matter how 
ridiculous it may be, cannot endanger 
the country; but it may make that 
which ought to be a glorious event a 
source of regret and disappointment to 
patriotic men.” 

All of which leads to the conclusion 
of an humble Georgia farmer, who, 
speaking of a belated neighbor, regret- 
ted that “‘his foresight was not as good 
as his hindsight.” 

The American was caught in the glit- 
ter and the snare of November, and it 
ought to accept its own medicine wit® 
the best possible grace.

‘‘Germany’s war bill is $210,302,350, out of 
which $16,323,900 is for pensions. 

‘‘Rusgia’s monster military establishment is 
run on ‘$200,717,000, with no pensions. 

“Austria pays a charge of $62,626,000, with 
no nsion rol’, 


‘Verily we are bullding up a military system 
on high pressure, in which every man wants 
big pay in service and high pensions after- 
wards. In return for these giant figures, the 
United States carries a joint military and naval 
force of 120,000 men, England, 364,640 men; 
France, 622,124 men; Germany, 505,880 men; 
Russia, 920,310 men, and Austria, </a,- 
men. 

“We have, therefore, the most costly military 
foree on earth, verttahly . soldier on every 
man’s back.”’ » 

Are our democratic contemporaries going to 
set up a wail over the pension appropriation? 
To be sure, it is a colossal] sum, but are the 
republicans entirely responsible for its mag- 
nitude? Have not the democrats cheerfully 
and hilariously co-operated with the republi- 
cans jn rolling it up?.

BACON BATTLES 
~FOR FAST MAIL 


Georgia Senator Says Service 
Benefits This Section, 


REPUBLICANS AND TRUSTS 


Democrats Force Hands of Their Op- 
ponents in Regard to the Anti- 
Trust Measure—Bacon De- 
clares the Bill Is Con- 
stitutional. 


Washington, February 21.—For nearly 
two hours today the senate had under 
discussion a’resolution by Mr. Jones, of 
Arkansas, to discharge the judiciary com- 
mittee from further consideration of the 
anti-trust bill passed by the house at the 
last session and to bring it before the 
senate for consideration. To some ex- 
tent the merits of the measure were dis- 
cussed, Mr. Hoar, chairman of the judi- 
clary committee; Mr. Platt, of Connect!- 
cut; Mr. Spooner, Mr. Bacon, Mr. Petti- 
grew, Mr. Teller and others taking part 
in the debate. The majority maintained 
that the house measure clearly was un- 
constitutional. They protested, too, 
against taking up so great a question in 
the closing hours of the session. The 
resolution finally went to the calendar. 

The postoffice appropriation bill was 
under discussion. After a prolonged 
contest the appropriation for pneumatic 
tube service was eliminated entirely, so 
that as the bill stands now the service 
will have to be discontinued after the 
first of next July. 


The old controversy over the special 
appropriations for fast mail service en- 
gaged attention the rest of the day. It 
was decided to begin holding night ses- 
sions tomorrow night 


Hoar on Anti-Trust Bill. 

Mr. Jones’s resolution was taken up. 
Mr. Hoar, chairman of the committee on 
judiciary, discussed the bill. He stated 
that no member of the senate on elther 
side would approve the house bill after 
consideration. He pointed out that the 
most notorious and wicked offender un- 
der the proposed law would have on!y 
to get somebody to institute against him 
a civil suit to go absolutely free. He 
further directed attention to the fact 
that the house bill contained a provi- 
sion that no labor organization should 
be liable to punishment under the pro- 
posed act. He had prepared a very 
earefully considered substitute for the 
house bill and would be glad to have it 
taken up and passed, 

Mr. Platt, of Connecticut, said thut 
with only eight working days of the ses- 
sion remaining and ma of the appro- 
priation bills yet undisposed of. it would 
be impossible to discuss properly what 
¢ongress should do with trusts. He was 
quite willing that congressional action 
should Be taken in proper restraint of 
great monopolistic enterprises. He did 
not think any lawyer in the senate be- 
lieved that the provisions of the house 
bill were constitutional, but it did not 
follow that some proper and constitu- 
tional legislation could not be enacted. 

Mr. Tillman, of South Carolina, said 
the minority was willing to meet at 8 
o’clock at night to @iscuss the anti-trust 
measure. “‘We are not willing to meet 
at night to discuss the ship subsidy bill, 
because that was not in the interest of 
the people,’’ he said. 

Mr, Spooner, of Wisconsin—‘Will the 
senator meet here at 8 o’clock to discuss 
the oleomargarine bill?’ 

Mr. Tillman—‘'Yes, certainly.” 

Mr. Pettigrew, of South Dakota, ar- 
raigned the republican party for. as he 
said, bringing forward the bil) before a 
presidential campaign for the purpose of 
deceiving the people. 


Bacon Challenges Platt. 
Mr. Bacon, of Georgia, c'gallenged Mr. 
Platt’s assertion that the house bill in 
the opinion of every lawyer in the senate 


was unconstitutional, He believed it was 
constitutional in its general features, 
although there might be some doubt as 
to one or two minor provistons. 

Mr, Bacon said the present anti-trust 
law was almost a nullity because there 
was no way of enforcing it, but the house 
bill did provide machinery which was a 
remedy for the great evils it was pro- 
posed to correct. 

Mr. Bacon said the bill was a republi- 
can measure; it had come from a republi- 
can house. If it had become a law the 
republican party would be entitled to the 
credit for .t. Senators on his side so re- 
garded it. They recognized, he said, that 
the passage of the bill would be of no 
political advantage to them. He was hap- 
py, in some degree, thus to relieve himself 
of any charge of partisanship. 

Mr. Spocner asked for a vote on the 
oleomargarine bill at 3 p. m., March 2, 
but Mr. Pettus objected. 

The post office bill was then taken up. 

The chair sustained the point of order 
against Mr. Mason’s pneumatic tube ser- 
vice amendment of yesterday. 

My. Carter reported the amendment 
agreed upon this morning by «the post 
office committee. This provides for the 
establishment of the system in St. Louis 
as well as Chicago, and reduces the ap- 
propriation to $225,000. The annual rental 
shall not in any case exceed $12,000 per 
rrile, nor shall any contract for such ser- 
vice extend for more than one year. Mr. 
Wolcott opposed it. 

An’ amendment providing that other 
companies beside that now holding the 
contracts might enter into competition for 
furnishing the service was agreed to—42 
to M4. 

The original’ amendment offered by Mr. 
Carter was rejected fis amended, ay2s 26, 
noes 37. 

Southern Fast Mail Fight. 

Mr. Pettigrew offered an amendment to 
the paragraph of the bill authorizing the 
postmaster general to pay $171,238 for 
necessary and special facilities on the 
trunk lines from New York and Washing- 
ten to Atlanta and New Orleans, instruct- 
ing the postmaster general to withhold the 
appropriation if he can do so without ‘n- 
jury to the postal service. Mr. Pettigrew 
denounced the proposed appropriation bill 
as a mere gratuity—a subsidy or. bonus 
to the Southern fast mall. The amend- 
ment was rejected—i9 to 4. 

Mr. Rawlins, of Utah, then offered an 
amendment striking out the '\paragraphs 
making appropriations of $171,238 for the 
Southern fast mai} facilities and of $25,- 
000 for special faciltes on the trunk lines 
from Kansas City, Mo., to Newton, Kan-

TARIFE WAR WILL WORK 
GREAT HARM TO AMERICA 


Washington, Febroary 20,—(Special.)—As 
changeable as the mercury in this varia- 
ble Washington climate, is the talk about 
an extra gession of the new cengress. 
First it seemed certain, for the president 
thought it ought to be held; then strong 
influence was brought to bear on him 
by certain republican senators and they 
believed him to have yielded; then again 
he was reported as declaring outright that 
he would call congress together; and now 
there is more doubt. The same senators 
who endeavered to influence him in the 
first instance have been at him again, and 
they believe that he has finally determin- 
ed to take their advice and avold an extra 
session if such’ a thing can be done. 

The president's utterances on this sub- 
ject have doubtless been interpreted by 
each of those who have talked with him 
according to the wishes of the man who 
reports the conversation. This is only nat- 
ural. President McKinley has a little way 
of making each man feel as if his particu- 
lar view were correct. Sifting the whole 
matter down, however, the present situ- 
ation seems to be that if the Cuban mat- 
ter becomes acute, there will certainly be 
an extra session. If, however, congress 
adopts some resolution outlining its views 
with regard to the relationship which 
Cuba must hold to the United States, and 
if the Spooner resolution giving the pres- 
ident unquestioned power in the Philip- 
pines in his civil as well as his military 
capacity is adopted, he will defer to the 
wiskes of republican senators and refrain 
from calling an extra session. 


It is difficult to see with only ten days 
reniaining of this session, how anything 
can possibly be done with the Cuban 
preblem. It seems beyond power ef hu- 
man wisdom to frame a resolution which 
could be put through congress without 
calling for long debate. Some senate lead- 
ers, like Senator Allison, of Iowa, scem 
to telieve that this might be done, while 
others, like Senator Aldrich, believe it 
could not, and are inclined to regard an 
extra session as inevitable. 

The extra session bogey is being dangled 
before the president's eyes in the evident 
hope that he may be scared by the possi- 
bility of political danger in calling the 
new congress together. This bogy is the 
child of the days when the tariff question 
was the paramount issue before the coun- 
try and when the business interests had 
taught themselves to believe that there 
was danger to them in having congress in 
session, Ever since then a good many sen- 
sible people have, without giving the mat- 
ter any particular thonght, retained that 
idea and without knowing why have 
held up their hands in holy horror at 
the suggestion of a gathering of the law- 
makers at Washington. 

“It disturbs business,’ they have said, 
and without stopping to think avout the 
matter at all, have believed that it aid. 

There may have been such a disturbance 
of business in some directions tn those 
days when the one topic discussed in con- 
gress, was the tariff, but how anything 
of that sort can occur now is not easy 
to see. 


Nevertheless certain republican senators 
have been dangling this extra session bogy 
before the face of the president e1'd pull- 
ing vigorously the strings which manipu- 
late its arms and legs. They know bctter 
than to believe that there is any danger 
to the country in congress assembling and 
disposing of business which ought not 
wait. Back of their action, however, is 
something which appeals to them more 
than does this necessary legislation, and 
that is their own personal comfort. 

They are anxious to avoid an extra 
session because it involves work and be- 
cause it would have a tendency te cut 
short the pleasant vacations which they 
have outlined for themselves—vecations 
during which they can go wandering over 
Europe while the good senatorial salary 
goes on. Your average republican. cena- 
tor, especially after he has thrived and 
grown great in this highly favorable at- 
mosphere of Washington, is a _ creature 
who believes first of all in his own per- 
sonal comforts, and it is this desire to 
enjoy himself and to escape work which 
is back of his cry that there should be no 
extra session. 


Whether the president will allow him- 
self to be influenced by this cry remains to 
be seen. He ought to know these senators 
well enough to see through their fatuous 
reasoning that the business interests of 
the country would be disturbed and repub- 
lican prospects injured by an extra ses- 
sion. He probably does see through it, 
but at the same time there is no man who 
has such a hearty respect for the senator 
in the abstract and the republican senator 
in the concrete as has President McKin- 
ley. If he can see any way to accomo- 
date these gentlemen in this particular 
matter, he will probably utilize it. 


The possibility of the tariff contro- 
versy between the United States and 
Russia, opening up a general tariff war 
on the part of all Europe against this 
country is giving serious concern to those 
officials of ‘the administration and those 
leaders in congress who are able to see 
beyond the ends of their respective noses. 

Ever since the passage of the Ding- 
ley tariff bill, ‘with its excessively high 
rates designed to practically prohibit the 
importation of the products of most of 
the nations of Europe, a serious situation 
has been developing. That tariff un- 
questtonably caused great resentment in 
Europe and the only wondef to one who 
has made any sort of a study of the com- 
mercial situation is that the storm has 
not broken before this. Now, however, 
that Russia‘ has been so prompt as to 
strike back because of what M. DeWitte 
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considers the last straw on the back of 
the camel, America is brought face to 
face with the possibility of a concerted 
European tariff war, and one which would 
work infinite harm to American inter- 
ests. 

The rumblings of the storm have been 
heard from England and France and 
Germany and Belgium for some time, 
and there have been leaders in each of 
these countries to advocate some sort 
of concerted action as being necessary in 
order to head off the encroachments of 
American trade. 

Whether there have been secret negotia- 
tions between these governments looking 
to such a concert of8 action can 
only be surmised; but there 
are many people here in Washington who 
believe that this is the case, and that 
Russia’s very prompt action will prove 
the signal for a genera! attack. 

The storm which began to gather with 
the passage of the Dingley law and 


“which has grown strength ever since, 


has been averted so far only through 
the very clever work of the man who, 
as Special Commissioner Plenipotentiary 
Under the Tariff Act, has been entrusted 
with the delicate duties of negotiating 
special reciprocity treaties. This is 
Hon. John A. Kasson, who probably 
knows more about the tariff and its re- 
lationship with other countries than any 
other man connected with the govern- 
ment. Under the provision of the tariff 
act relating to reciprocity, the president 
was empowered to make special treaties 
for a mutual reduction of tariffs with 
countries where such reduction seemed 
desirable and Mr. Kasson has conducted 
that work for the president. These recl- 
procity treaties, containing as they do 
special advantages, have been sought by 
most of the other countries and the de- 
sire of each of these countries to get on 
as favorable a footing with regard to 
American trade as any of the others, has 
served to ward off any retaliation which 
they may have had from the first in their 
hearts to inflict. 


From high protection sources there has, 
however, been a protest against this reci 
procity treaty business, and the cry has 
been raised that it is in effect tariff leg- 
islation by the presddent. The men 
who have raised that cry have, in many 
cases, failed to see how distinctly the ne- 
gotiations of these treaties, and the 
treaties themselves, have been to the 
interests of the business of this country. 
One result of all this is that the reciproc- 
ity treaties have been hung up in the 
‘senate without action and without really 
being given very serious consideration by 
that body. 

Now that the end of the session is 
right at hand, the representatives of the 
different governments with whom these 
treaties have been made begin to believe 
that their good faith in negotiating them 
has been tampered with, and the feeling 
of resentment which they hold serves to 
greatly complicate this tariff situation. 


Right on the heels of all this state 
of affairs came the action of the secre- 
tary of the treasury with regard to Rus- 
sian sugar. The amount of business done 
by the Russian sugar exporters in this 
country is absolutely infinitesimal as com- 
pared with the rapidly increasing vol- 
ume of American exports to Russia, and, 
as a plain, straightforward business prop- 
osition, the idea of jeopardizing Ameri- 
can axports as they have been jeopar- 
dized is nothing short of the blindest 
folly. 

The Russian government has shown 
very clearly that this sugar does not re- 
celye a bounty from that government; 
that absolutely not one cent goes out of 
the Russian treasury to these export- 
ers of sugar, and this contention has 
been upheld by Mr. Kasson. The sugar 
trust influence has, however, been s0 
great as to inject a doubt into the mind 
of Secretary Gage. Perhaps so long as 
that doubt exists, there was nothing else 
for him to do than to levy the counter- 
vailing duty, because in only that way 
could the case get up to the board of 
general appraisers and the courts. It 
does seem, however, as if nothing could 
possibly have been more untimely than 
his taking this action at this particular 
time. 


It is untimely not only because of the 
commercial war which it seems likely 
to precipitate, but it is untimely because 
of the danger of strained relations with 
Russda just at a time when Russia's 
friendship is most necessary to this 
country. For a hundred years or more 
Russia has been the friend of the United 
States, and right now it is absolutely 
impossible for the United States to suce- 
ceed in accomplishing what it believes to 
be the right thing In China without the 
active aid of Russia. The partition of 
the Chinese empire which Germany is ev- 
idently alming to bring about, can only be 
prevented by the united influence of Rus- 
sia, Japan and the United States, and 
this government has more to lose in 
such partition than any of the others. 
The others can go in and take thelr slices 
of the pie, but under no possible stretch of 
the expansion idea would the people of 
this republic consent to such a proceeding 
in their name. . 


The dangers, therefore, which threaten 
this country as the direct result of Mr. 
Gage’s action, are serious. It is incon- 
ceivable that he should have taken this 
step at this time with the indorsement of 
the president and his other advisers. The 
only natural conclusion is, therefore, that 
the sugar trust influence was too strong— 
strong enough in fact to jeopardize every 


other interest. 
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and simple, and not in any sense compen- 
sation for service rerdered.

WATER SUPPLY WHOLLY INADEQUATE FOR EMERGENCY 
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Fierce Flames Again Destroy the Markham Block. 
Fire Department Prompt but 
Helpless---Names of 
Losers,

leaped out and up with a roar that sound- 
ed Ifke the rumbling of many trains. 

“That building is doomed,” said Chief 
Joyner, “and we will try to confine the 
fire so it will not spread.’ 

Almost while he was speaking there 

came @ loud explosion. Sirup or kero- 
sene of] had aided the greedy flames. 
Down went the west wall of the building 
while the fire, released, shot up, carrying 
pleces of burning rafters. 
' Across the thirty-foot alley the blaz- 
ing debris was hurled, and it quickly ig- 
nited the woodwork in the rear of the 
building block fronting Loyd street. There 
were no iron doors or shutters for fire 
protection, 

Fanned by the high north wind, thea 
flames worked their way rapidly into 
the Loyd street stores. 

It was was at this point that the fire- 
men felt their powerlessness for the 
want of water pressure. The mains 
could not supply all the water that was 
needed, and keep up the requisite pres-. 
sure. At one time the pressure almost 
entirely gave out. If streams could 
have been thrown into the rears of these 
buildings when they first caught fire, 
there would have been a different story 
to tell, and Atlanta would have had one 
record less of a great fire to write down. 

‘Wind Carried Flames Eastward. 

While the explosion carried the fire 
westward, the wind was carrying it east- 
ward. The Collins street dwellings were 
soon @ mass of flames, and it was thought 
at one time that the houses across the 
street, which were frame buildings, would 
also be destroyed. 

The Arnold Hat Company, which is 
nearest the railroad in the Loyd street 
block, was in a little while gutted, and 
the falling of the rear walls and a por- 
tion of the wall on the railroad front, 
left the store and its entire contents 
nothing but a pile of ashes and brick. 

Into the store of the Draper-Coggins 
Shoe Company, the flames worked their 
way as if laughing at the puny efforts 
that were being made by the firemen 
with their inadequate streams of water. 
Hundreds of boxes of shoes were en- 
veloped by the remorseless fire flend, 
and this store took its place besde that 
of the other two wrecks, 

When the fire reached the Fickett paper 
store it found rich food for its rapacious 
greed in the inflammable stock. It was 
but a few minutes when this store was 
like its predecessors—ashes and brick. 

Every Energy Exerteé. 

The Gramling-Spalding shoe store was 
the next victim and it was partially dam- 
aged. The McConnell Dry Goods Com- 
pany and the Dickers-Davidson Hard- 
ware Company escaped with what ap- 
peared to be slight damage. On the top 
floor of one of the stores was 
the Plant Syrup Refining Company 
and its stock was a total loss. Eiven 
with the scarcity of water the firemen 
saved two stores. 

. All the while the firemen were working 
with every energy at their command. 
The streets were a network of hose and 
streams were playing on the burning

While the flames held full sway within 
the burning buildings, the water, as if 
in mockery, fell short and striking the 
sides of the building turned into ice. All 
was intense heat of the conflagration be- 
hind the walls, while just on the other 
side was a coating of ice with festoons 
of icicles. ! 

The spray from the hose fell upon build- 
ing, telephone and telegraph wires, wag- 
ons and firemen and froze, 

Nearly the whole front of the buildings 
on Loyd street was a sheet of thin ice, 
almost an imitation of the famous ice 
palace, and yet iwthin was raging a holo- 
caust that the firemen could not subdue. 

About the Falling Walls. 

The falling of the high walls made the 
fire one exciting as Well as disastrous, 
The firemen had to be in constant care 
and on onf occasion three of the men 
narrowly escaped. 

When the south wall of the store occu- 
pled by the Arnold Hat Company fell it 
burfed a freight car under it and left 
it a complete wreck. Standing near by 
was a tank of sirup and this came near 
sharing the fate of the car. 

Chief Joyner called the attention of a 
Constitution reporter to the condition of 
the brick which were in the walls. The 
mortar was crumbled from them like so 
much wet sand. 

“That’s the reason the walis do not 
stand,” said the chief. ‘That mortar is 
nothing but sand and my men are in dan- 
ger of their lives, and at the same time 
the falling of the walls helps to spread 
the flames.’’ 

Several of the walls left standing are 
about to topple over and will have to be 
removed at once. 

A large number of barrels of sirup were 
rolled from the warehouse of J. J. & J. 
E. Maddox into a vacant lot. Some of 
the barrels broke and streams of sirup 
ran dnto the streets, which was heated 
and thickened by the fire. Into this many 
pedestrians unguardedly stepped. 

On Collins street the three dwellings 
which were occupied by women burned 
rapidly and the inmates had barely time 
to get out. They tried to save their fur- 
niture and clothes but only partially suc- 
ceeded. 

Origin Is Not Known. 

The origin of the disastrous conflagra- 
tion is not known, nor can it be arrived 
at by a theory of firemen or police. 

The watchman states that when he left 
the building everything was all right. He 
repeated it a number of times yesterday 
that there was no vestige of fire there 
when he left his post to go home. The 
fires in stoves or furnace had not been 
started. 

It may have been (this is the only sup- 
position that is made, unless it is charged 
to an incendiary) that a spark from a 
locomotive fell on the building or upon 
a window sill, and this little spark, fan- 
ned by the winter wind, kindled a small 
blaze, which blew in upon the goods and 
then—Atlanta, without water to cope 
with a bie fire, had one more conflagra- 
tion of magnitude to go down in her his- 
tory, while thousands of dollars’ worth of 
property lay as a monument to Atlanta’s 
need. 

At 6:06 o’clock last evening Chief Joyn- 

sent in a two-tap signal that the fire 
Was out. Eleven hours and fifty minutes 
the firemen had fought the flames. They 
were wet, cold and hungry, but they 
cared little for that along side of the 
fact that they had been vanquished, and 
for a cause they could not help. Like 
soldiers going ihto battle without ammu- 
nition, they had stood and battled against 
fire without water. wa 

Passenger Trains Delayed. 

Several passenger trains were held 
at the union depot on account of the 
tracks being crossed by leads of hose, 
but later in the day Chief Joyner had the 
hose uncoupled so the trains could pull 

rr witnessed the confla-

ir the center of town withcut using ‘our 
steamers we could not throw water above 
the third story windows, and the stream 
would be too slight tc do much good. 

“We carnot employ more than three 
steamers, and we cannot run them at 
their highest power, because the watef 
does not come into the mains in sufficient 
quantities. The steamers discharge the 
water into the hose faster than it can be 
taken in. This means that we are limited 
to six streams no matter how big the 
fire, or how much the safety of the town 
ray be endangered. 

“In the department I have men and 
hose and apparatus enough to play twen- 
ty: streams of water on a fire, if I could 
get the water, and twenty streams or 
twice that many would have been none 
too heavy for that fire this morning. Six 
good streams pumped by three steamers 
not employing their fullest power repre- 
sents the maximum capacity of the Atlan- 
ta fire department while the present in- 
¢dequate water supply continues.” 


What Judie Hillyer Says. 
Judge Hillyer was asked for an opin- 


ion. He said: 

‘Two things are manifest—that larger 
mains should be laid in the central part 
of the city, and that both fire protec- 
tion and good water for public use should 
be carried to those extensive districts in 
the city where people pay their taxes but 
get none of the benefits of the water sys- 
tem. The first .was demonstrated by 
what occurred this morning, and the sec- 
ond is already known of all men.” 

I do not by any means say that our 
water system as now existing is useless, 
but that it is inadequate. The city has 
outgrown it. The first pumping station 
was south of the city. The only so-called 
large main we then had was a sixteen- 
inch, and it came in from the south, It 
branched off into much smaller mains to 
the north side. When we moved to the 
river the whole system had to be turned 
areund and made to face the other way. 
This has never been fully done. It is bad 
practice to pump through small mains 
into the larger ones. 

“The general plan now proposed is 
that recommended last year by*the dis- 
tinguished water works expert, Mr. 
pete on of New York, and by Captain 
Clayton, our city engineer. Part of this 
plan is to lay a thirty-inch main east and 
west clear through Marietta and Decatur 
streets, with a twenty-inch from Ellis 
street to West End as the main arteries, 
with further and extensive additions for 
distribution, and with elaborate and care- 
fully considered additions and improve- 
ments at the pumping station. For 
further details of the plan see Mr. Gaye- 
Kin’s report, which has been often pub- 
ished. 

“The mayor and council are asking for 
$200,000 of bonds for these purposes. This 
is only a part—a little over half—what 
is necessary. If the bonds are voted, 
the remainder can, it is hoped, be made 
up by annual appropriat:ons out of in- 
come of the city, without raising any 
rates or taxes. If the bonds are not 
voted, it will be necessary to slightly 
raise the water rate, and also to make 
a small assessment on all houses that are 
well within tne range of fire protection, 
and thus get substantial benefit from the 
water system, but as they do not take 
the water in their houses contribute 
nothing to it; or else it will be necessary 
to make a heavy cut in the appropria- 
tions to all the other departments, as 
water and fire protection are more nec- 
essary than all the others. 
~“T have nearly always been opposed 
to bonds. Some one criticised me the 
other day for opposing an issue of bonds 
—not last year, as he stated, but two 
years ago. If to oppose bonds be a sin, 
that was not the first time I have been 
guilty of it. I am well satisfied with the 
record I have made on this subject in ali 
the years past. Atlanta has a small debt 
and splendid credit, and I am glad my 
efforts have helped to make it good. 
There are many people who, like thyself, 
have often opposed bonds in the past, 
who will vote for them now. I heard 
one of these—being also one of the wisest 
and most prudent men in the city~say 
today that inadequate as they were, yet, 
in fact, the water works saved the city, 
in the sense that instead of a half-mil- 
lion-dollar fire we would have had a loss 
of many millions but for the water works, 
and that if we had these large mains 
this loss would have been much less than 
it was. He said he and every man in his 
house had registered to vote fog the 
bonds. : 

“The question Is not one of the past, 
but what are we going to do now. As 
I have said, many persons are asking me 
my opinion on this matter. I am giad of

Superintendent Talks, 


Colonel Park Woodward, superintend- 
ent of the city water works department, 
when seen yesterday stated that his de- 
partment had long foreseen the possi- 
bilities of just such a fire as occurred 
yesterday morning. 

“For years past,’’ said he, “I have 
urged in my annual reports to the water 
board the necessity of extending the 
large water mains as soon as pussible. 
The fire in the old Markham house block 
carried out my predictions and only 
served to emphasize the great necessity 
for water bonds to enable the depari- 
ment to extend the big water mains 80 
as to completely protect, not only the 
center of the city, but also all sections 
as well. 

“In my annual report to the board of 
water commissioners in December, 1899, 
I had the following to say concerning 
the crying need of water mains: 

“‘l cannot too urgently impress 
upon the board the carrying out of 
the suggestions made by me in my 
annual report for 1897 and 1898, as to 
the importance of extending the large 
mains as soon as possibie. The busi- 
ness portions of the city have not the 
necessary fire protection. Whitehall, 
Alabama, Marietta, Peachtree, Deca- 
tur, Wall, Loyd, Pryor and Broad 
streets and, in fact, all the business 
portions of the city, depend today 
upon the same service mains for fire 
protection that they had twenty-three 
years ago; and the fact that we have 
had no serious fires in business locali- 
ties is due more to the efficiency of 
the fire department than to anything 
else. Should a fire in the business 
pordens of the ye get under good 

eadway all the efficiency of the fire 
department could not stop it without 
an abundant supply of water, backed 
up by the necessary pressure, ne'‘ther 
of which could we give with the pres- 
ent small mains.’ 

“Last year I reiterated that statement, 
at the same time making the following 
added remarks: 

““I have repeatedly recommended 
to your honorable body the necessity 
for the extension of our main feed- 
ers. In my reports for 1897, 1898 and 
1899 I called especial attention to this 
matter, and I again do so in this re- 
port.’ 

“We are all familiar with the needs 
of a better water system, but without 
the necessary funds, the board has been 
powerless to do anything to remedy con- 
ditions. If the water bonds are issued 


it means thatthe city will be amply" 


protected and that the pipes that will be 
put in will pay for themselves in a com- 
aratively short time on account of the 
ncreased consumption of water.”

Lake Charlies, La., February 21.—This 
Morning’s train carried a quantity of 
plaster of paris to make casts for the 
broken leg of Thomas Vital, the negro 
accused of criminal assault upon Theresa, 
the thirteen-year-old daughter of E. §S. 
Miller, but the stuff is no longer needed. 
Vital was lynched by a mob last night 
and his half-brother, Samuel Thibodeaux, 
who attempted to interfere with the 
lynchers, was shot to death. 

The scene of the lynching was near VIi- 
tal’s home, on Darbonne prairie, six miles 
from Fenton. From the meager reports 
received ‘t appears that after Vital was 
shot yesterday by Steve Miller, father of 
the injured girl's friends carried him to 
his home. Miller’s bullet broke Vital's 
thich. 

Meantime the neighborhood became in- 
flamed at his repulsive deed. Late last 
night a mob gathered and proceeded to 
Vital’s house, where some of the negroes 
of the neighborhood had gathered. One 
of them, Sam Thibodeaux, attem’pted to 
defend Vital and was shot and killed. The 
mob then dragged the wounded man from 
the house and hung him to the nearest 
tree. A warrant for Vital’s arrest had 
been issued, but had not been served 
Owing to his condition.

The doctrine that 
neutrals had a right .to trade with bel- 
ligerents had been promulgated first by 
Thomas Jefferson and accepted the world 
round. Only a little time ago when 
Americans were sending help for the 
Boers, said Mr. Hitt, the English inter- 
fered and stopped the supply. They were 
not arms, they were provisions. 

British Were Confused. 

When the British then interfered with 
us our secretary of state came back with 
the Jeffersonian doctrine, and the British 
were confused. They took refuge in 
the idea that their ships must obey the 
British municipal law, which forbade 
British ships to hayé intercourse with the. 
enmey; and they held, as to neutral bot- 
toms, 
they could not answer the position of the 
secretary of state on the question of 
transportation in neutral bottoms and to 
get out of the question, the British 
bought out all the Americans, 
paid for the things and sO 
the question could not be pursued fur- 
ther. Now it turris out that Americans 
are selling» horses, not arms. Flour was 
one of the articles of contention before. 
but it will be seen that by the ancient 
doctrine of the American people, as to the 
rights of neutrals to trade, our people are 
free to sell horses, to sell flour, to sell 
even arms at their risk. They may be 
intercepted, but that is the doctrine of 
nations. The treaty of 1871 was a treaty 
which was made with a view to a special 
State of circumstances, and at the end of 
it, two parties agreed to ask the adhe- 
sion of other nations, but could not agree 
as to the meaning of the words that they 
had adopted, so elastic are the words, 
and other nations refusing their adhesion 
to the treaty, it had dropped entirely 
law, neither pafty 
to it agreeing with the other as to what 
its language means.

Action on the electric light franchise 
granted by council] to the Atlanta Ralil- 
way and Power Company was postponed 
yesterday afternoon by the aldermanic 
board for two weeks. 

The action of the aldermanic board is 
clouded with mystery, as it was gen- 
erally supposed that the board would 
either concur in council’s action or else 
kill the ordinance without delay. 

The motion to postpone was made by 
Alderman Welch and received the sec- 
ond of Alderman Pierce. The ordinance 
was postponed by the unanimous vote 
of the board and will not be taken up 
until the next regular meeting, which 
takes place in two weeks. 

Just why no action was taken on the 
franchise no one seems to know, yet 
the utmost harmony (as evidenced by 
the unanimity of the board) seemed to 
prevail on this particular point. There 
were no lenghty speeches for or against 
competition, 

Joel Hurt, Ernest Woodruff and coun- 
gel for these applicants sat near by while 
the meeting was on, but none of them 
raised a voice or asked to be heard by 
the aldermen. 

Considerable surprise was manifested 
by those citizens composing the audience 
@t the turn affairs had taken. 

Bven in the aldermanic board amend- 
ments to the franchise were proposed 
and at least one was admitted for con- 
sideration. This was: by Alderman La- 
Hatte. Councilman Barrett, who stated 
Councilman Rawson ha@ asked him to 
come before the aldermanie board to 
urge several amendments, presented 
these amendments, but they will not he 
considered until the next meeting, as no 
alderman had moved their adoption. 

It was the sense of the meeting that 
all- councilmen or aldermen who desired 
to introduce amendments to the fran- 
chise should furnish copies to the city 
clerk in the next few days so that mem- 
bers of the board might familiarize 
themselves with the proposed amend- 
ments before they came up to be acted 
upon. 

Longino Makes Statement. 

‘Councilman Longino made a statement 
before the board to the effect that he 
had not been present during the coun- 
cli meeting when this electric lighting 
franchise was acted upon and in conse- 
quence had never had a chance to vote 
either for or against it, or propose any 
amendment. He said he thought he 


ought to have an opportunity of voting: 


on the ordinance. 3 

After several minor matters had been 
disposed of by the board, the electric 
light franchise was called up and Alder- 
man Pierce moved to suspend the rules 
that the paper might not be read. Alder- 
man Welch then stated he understood 
that there were members who wished to 
offer certain amendments, and he desired 
to know if this was correct. 

Alderman LaHatte replied that he had 
_one and that Councilman Rawson, chair- 
man of the finance committee, had 
stated on the day of the passage of the 
ordinance that he also had an amend- 
ment, Alderman LaHatte then read a 
copy of his amendment and moved that 
it be adopted, Councilman Barrett next 
had a few words to say, it being the 
pleasure of the board that he be given 
an opportunity of being heard. 

He said that it had never been his idea 
to delay action on the franchise; that he 
was in favor of it, but did not want to 
see it adopted until it was in proper 
shape. He said he and Councilman Raw- 
gon and another gentleman, well versed 
_{n legal matters, had gone over the fran- 
chise at considerable length and had 
agreed that certain slight changes 
should be made. He then handed Clerk 
Campbell four proposed amendments. 
Alderman LaHatte’s Amendment. 

The amendment offered by Alderman 
LaHatte was as follows: 

Amend by inserting in condition 6, section 
2, line 24, the following: 

“Begin to,’’ so that condition 6, sectioin 2, 
when amended shall read as follows: ‘The 
said Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
shall, within ten days from the approval of this 
ordinance, make and file, with the mayor, a 
bend, in addition to the one already named in 
the sum of $40,000 with good and solvent se-

SAMUEL GOMPERS. 

Mr. Jones went to Macon yesterday and 
on his return will hold a conference with 
several of the prominent labor leaders of 
this city and section and determine upon 
what course to pursue. He had not alto- 
gether made up his mind yesterday 
whether he would undertake the commis- 
sion or not, though it ig possible he wiil 
leave Monday for Austin to aid in the 
work as requested. 

“If I go at all, I will leave on Monday,” 
Mr. Jones said. “I shall confer with some 
friends here first and if it is decided that 
I should undertake the mission I will go. 
I was in Austin and San Antonio last No- 
vember and spent a month there. At 
that time I took a hand in the telephone 
strike at San Antonio. Immediately upon 
my return from that trip I wag asked by 
President Gompers to go there again, but 
could not do so at that time. 

“We are extremely anxious to defeat the 
compulsory arbitration bill pending before 
the Texas legislature. We are in favor of 
arbitration, but we are opposed to making 
it compulsory. We believe that we shouls 
stil) have left us the righe to strike. We 
are anxious also to secure the passage by 
the Texas legislature of the child labor 
bill. There are also some railroad bills 
before the Texas legislature which we are 
anxious to see defeated.”’ 

The selection of Mr. Jones for this im- 
portant work is quite a compliment to a 
well-known Atlantian.

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Bulletin Will Soon Be Issued by 
Census Bureau, 


GINNERS GIVE INFORMATION 
-o—_——_-_—-" 
Director Merriam Believes His Plan 
for <Ascertaining Crop Will 
Supersede All Others. 


By JOS: OHL. 
Washington, February 21.—(Special.)— 
Director Merriam announced today that 
the census office ig about to publish a 
bulletin showing the amount of cotton 
sinned in the United States during the 
census year (crop of 1899), which has been 
prepared in the division of manufactures 
under the immediate persona] supervision 
of Mr. Daniel C, Roper, of South Caroling. 
Speaking of this bulletin, the director 
said that the inquiry had resulted most 
satisfactorily and that he believed it 
would be received with the greatest in- 
terest in the cotton growing states. The 
methods of measuring the annual cotton 
crop heretofore in vogue, whether in the 
department of agriculture or through pri- 
vate and commercial agencies, are of an 
unsatisfactory character and largely 
based upon estimates. The difficulties in 
correctly estimating the crop have been 
increasing of Jate years, owing to she 
rapid increase of the consumption of cot- 
ton by southern mills, which secure their 
supplies direct from the fields, and by the 
changes taking place in the method of 
baling which have rendered the commer- 
cia] bale no longer a safe basis upon which 
to compute the volume of the crop. 
Go Directly to Ginners, 

By going directly to the ginners, of 
whom there are some 30,006 in the southern 
states, the census office has been able to 
obtain an accurate statement of the ac- 
tual number of pounds ginned. which is 
equivalent to the total production. The 
information was obtained upon a special 
schedule and was collected partly by the 
enumerators and partiy through corre- 
spondence. It has enabled the census 
office to compute the crop of 1899 as 9,644,- 
852 commercial] bales, amounting to 4,672,- 
695,500 pounds, equivalent to 9,345,391 bales 
of an average weight of 100 pounds. 

In addition the census office has been 
able to locaté the crop, both upland and 
sea island, among the. several states and 
their respective counties, accrediting each 
with its quantity of cotton produced, size 
of bale handled, cost of ginning and 
baling and the number of ginning estab- 
lishments. 

Director Merriam is so much impressed 
with the value and importance of this 
information that he has determined to re- 
peat the Inquiry with respect to the cotton 
crop of 1900, which has practically all been 
ginned at this time. 

Information About New. Crop. 

Plans are already perfected in the cén- 
sus office for obtaining, by correspondence 
with the ginners, the same information 
about the new crop, and if this second in- 
quiry along the same lineg shall prove as 
successful us is hoped, it is believed by 
the director that this method of ascer- 
taining the volume of the cotton crop will 
supersede all others. 

The census office hag a compiete list of 
cotton ginners of the south, which it wil 
keep up to date. A copy of the census 
bullétin about to be issued wil] be sent to 
every ginner whose name appears on this 
list. It will be accomplished by a circular 
calling the attention of the ginners to the 
important work upon which the census 
office is engaged, the great value of this 
work to all those producing, handling and 
preparing cotton for the market, and in- 
viting their active co-opetation in the 
plan of the office to make, in this manneg 
an accurate record, free from all specu- 
lative features and preceding in point of 
time any statement of the crop which can 
be gathered in any other way. Wherever 
this plan of the census office has become 
known to representatives of the southern 
states its value has been instantly con- 
ceded and promises of hearty co-operation 
with the census office are freely given.

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CONSOLIDATED THE RAILROADS 


They Are All Branches of Southern 
Pacific System. 

Austin, Tex., February 21.—(Special.)— 
The senate this morning passed finally its 
bill consolidating the Houston and Texas 
Central railroad. The Fort Worth and 
New Orleans, the Central Texas and 
Northwestern, the Lancaster Tap, the 
Austin and Northwestern and Marble 
Falls railroad, all of them branches of 
the Southern Pacific system in Texas. 

The senate also passed its bill prohibit- 
ing operation of nine or tenpin alleys or 
slot machines, dubbing the same as a 
form of gambling. 

The senate engrossed its bill appropriat- 
ing $20,000 for a geological survey of the 
state of Texas. The remainder of the 
day's session was devoted to the cot 
sideration of the bill providing for the 
establishment of an industrial school for 
girls, which was finally passed. 

The house, after a lengthy discussion, 
which consumed the entire morning ses- 
sion, engrossed itg joint resolutions re- 
quiring the payment of a poll tax as a 
requisite to the privilege of voting. 

A bill was introduced in the house pro- 
hibiting the carrying of razors or sagd- 
bags by including them among the list of 
concealed weapons prohibited by law.

MINS A VICTORY 


Foreign Envoys Fooled on the 
Punishment Question,

ONLY A FEW HEADS GIVER 


And They May Remain on the Shoul- 
ders of Their Owners—General 
of the Army To Be Pun- 
ished if He Is Ever 
Caught. 


Pekin, February 21.—Prince Ching and 
I4 Hung Chang have received telegraphic 
instructions from the court to notify the 
ministers of the powers that an edict has 
been issued regarding the punishment of 
Chinese officials, confirmatory of the de- 
mands made by the ministers, as follows: 

“General Tung Fuh Sian, to be 
degraded and deprived of his rank. 

“Prince Tuan and Duke Lan, to 
be disgraced and exiled. 

“Prince Chuarg, Ying Nien and 
Chao Shu Chiao to commit suicide. 

“Fisu Chen Yu, Yu Msien and Ki 
Hain to be beheaded.”’ 

This is not exactly what the ministers 
-demanded, but it is considered advisable 
to agree to it, as the demand for lives has 
been agreed to except in the case of 
General Tung Fuh Sian, whom the court 
is powerless to molest. There is a private 
understanding that hig life will be claimed 
when it is possible. 

Victory for China. 

The Puropean and Chinese secretaries 
of legations and others who have lived 
in China for years, consider that China 
has gained a victory, as the only man the 
court has to behead is Yu Hsien. The 
other two are in the hands of the Japan- 
ese and could be beheaded when their ex- 
ecution is wanted. Sulcide is no disgrace 
whatever in the eyes of the Chinese. No 
one believes General Ting Fu Sian will 
ever suffer punishment. 

People here say Chinese imperial edicts 
are very unstable d@cuments, especially 
when private edicts to the executive offi- 
clals accompany the public edictsi A re- 
cent decree ordered all the indicted offi- 
clals to commit suicide, yet, it is evi- 
dent, a secret edict was sent instructing 
the persons implicated not to obey. What 
proof, it is asked, is there now that the 
terms of the decree will be carried out? 

Prince Ching is greatly alarmed at the 
preparations for the military expedition 
into the interior. He asks why they are 
not countermanded, now that China has 
agreed to the demands of the powers, in- 
stead of which the preparations continue. 


To Protect Mission. 


United States Consul Fowler, at Che 
Foo, has sent Minister Congo‘a proclama- 
tion issued by the governor of the prov- 
ince of Shan Tung, giying protection to 
the missionaries and,offering a reward of 
two hundred taels for the capture of any 
of the ringleaders of the recent distur- 
bances, and offering a reward ‘of 100 taels 
for the capture of others than those act- 
ually committing outrages. The civil and 
military authorities will be held strictly 
accountable for the good order of their 
districts. When outrages are committed 
they will be disgraced and reported to the 
throne. Where no outrages occur for 
three years the civil and military author- 
ities will be rewarded by a merit tabiet 
and button. 

The merchants of Tien Tsin have sent 
a memorial to General Chaffee, asking 
him to resume the occupation of the for- 
mer American concession, long ago given 
up and unoccupied, though both the Brit- 
ish and German commanders talk of an- 
nexing it. The merehants point out they 
would be badly handicapped without the 
concession, as they would have to pay 
wharfage to a foreign power as well as to 
the Chinese officials. The general desires 
that the matter be referred to Minister 
Conger for decision.

‘Coming Constitutional Convention

Representation in It. 


Richmond, Va., February 21.—(Special.) 
While there are several thousand men in 
Virginia who would like to serve in the 
coming constititional convention, there 
are comparatively few who have an- 
nounced themselves candidates. The peo- 
ple at large resent the idea of men run- 
ning for membership in such a Body. Any- 
thing like an active canvass or a stump- 
ing campaign will not be tolerated. The 
Old Dominion Democratic Club, the oldest 
democratic organization in Richmond, 
will, its leading members say, adopt a 
resolution denying to any candidate for 
the convention the privilege of speaking 
before the club. Like action is almost 
certain to be taken by other clubs. One 
thing certain, with reference to the con- 
vention, is that the farmers will insist 
upon having a voice in the body. The 
farmers of Prince Edward county have 
taken the initiative and called a mass 
meeting of the people of the county to be 
held at Marsiiall, March 9th, to select a 
suitable man to represent that county in 
the convention. This precedent is likely 
to be followed in many sections. The 
country people fear that corporate in- 
terests will dominate the convention.

Tennessee Company Grants an In- 
crease in Wages. 


LARGER THAN WAS DEMANDED 


Non-Union Men in the Mines Will

however, was on the whole undoubtedly fa-

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STEEL STOCKS 


Redeemed Market from Unin- 
eesting bulhess 


- 


MARKET WAS WEAK EARLY 


In Late Dealings Stee] Stocks Began 
a Recovery .nd Entire List 
Followed—Southern Rail- 
way Stocks Were Con- 
spictious. 


New York, February 2!.—The sharp upturn 
in the steel stocks, which gained force rapidly 
toward the close of the market, was the only 
thing that redeemed the market from unintef- 
esting dullness today. National Steel and Tin 
Plate showed the most pronounced strength in 
this recovery, the former rising 5% over last 
night and the latter 4% from the early low 
point. The outstanding short interest which 
had grown in the stocks of the steel compa- 
nies, had a large part in this quick rally. The 
report that the so-called Moore properties of 
the steel group were standing out for a large 
share in the securities of the new company was 
an influence in the rise, the supposition of the 
speculators being that they were likely to get 
what they claimed. Both the other steel stocks 
were not much behind in the movement. Fed- 
eral Steel rose 3% from the low. point, Steel 
and Wire 3% and Tennessee Coal 3. Whether 
the movements accurately forecast any actual 
developments in the steel merger negotiations 
can only be told when the results are given 
to the public. Details were closely guarded up 
to the time of thé closing of the market, but 
it is the general supposition that the _ re- 
organization plan of thé steel company, so far 
as it is to have official announcement, will be 
given out before trading is resumed on Mon- 
day. Actual information on these details is so 
vague that the shorts in the steel stocks has- 
tened to close their contracts before the coming 
three holidays. The same influence was at 
work in other parts of the list. The early 
weakness of the market began to change to re- 
covery when support was manifest in the steel 
stocks. The weakness was quite acute at one 
time, the steel stocks leading, as they did the 
recovery. Many of the prominent railroad 
stocks were off between | and 2 points, the 
Grangers, Pacifics, Southwesterns and some of 
the Coalers being conspicuous. Burlington, 
Kansas and Texas preferred, and Rock Island 
were notably weak. These stocks were all 
conspicuous in the rally also. A number of the 
important railroad stocks ‘were lifted a point 
above last night. There was a very large de- 
mand for the Southern Railway stocks and for 
the Wabash securities. There was a vague 
expectation of some good news to come con- 
cerning Southern Railway, but nothing was 
announced. Rumors to the effect that a com- 
munity of interests with Seaboard Air-Line wes 
contemplated met with disclaimers. The South- 
ern Rallway stocks each advanced 2%. The 
continued ease of the money market was an in- 
fluence in driving the shorts to cover, as it was 
expected. that there might be a flurry in money 
incident to the demand to carry over until next 
Monday. The banks report gains of cash from 
the interior since last Friday and their ac- 
count with the sub-treasury about balances. 
But the general conviction is that further 
large loans have been made in the furtherance 
of pending financial projects and that the bank 
statement will show a further contraction of the 
surplus.

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OFFICE OF MATRON ASSURED. 


Aldermanic Board Considers Resolu- 
tion on That Line at Its 
Meeting. 

matron for the pqtice barracks now 

seems assured. During the meeting 

of the aldermanic board yesterday 
afternoon Aldefman Welch introduced a 
lsubstitute for the Longino ordinance, 
passed by, council some weeks ago, creat- 
ing the office of police matron, and this 
was adopted by a unanimous vote. 

Councilman Longino was présent during 
the meeting and stated he was in favor 
of the Welch substitute to his original 
ordinance. Ths ordinance must now go 
back to the council for adoption. In the 
main it is similar to the Longino ordi- 
nance, but gives the police commissioners 
authority to elect a matron at a monthly 
salary of $30. 

Alderman Kilpatrick was in favor of 
making provision for two matrons, one 
for night duty and the other for day 
duty. The other members of the board 
held similar views, but it was decided 
to begin with one and as her duties in- 
creased to provide an assistant. 

The full text of the Welch ordinance is 
as follows: 

Section |. That the office of police matron 
be, and the same is hereby created, the term 
of which shall be for two years, béginning 
April 1, 1901, and until her successor is 
elected and qualified, 

Sec. 2. Said office shall be filled by a wo- 
man of experience, intelligence and strong 
moral character, who shall be elected by the 
board of police commissioners at their regn- 
lar meeting in. March, 1901, and every sec- 
and year thereafter. 

Sec, 3. Said police matron shafl’ be provided 
with a suitable apartment at the police bar- 
racks, and be required to spend such time 
there as the board of p6lice. commissioners 
may direct, and be subject to call at any 
time, night and day, She shall have char 
of, and minister to, ali women and chitdrdn 
who are taken in charge of or arrested by the 
police authorities, or who come under the pro- 
tection or custody of the police department,

He claims to be general manager of 
“The National Ex-Siave Mutual Relief, 
Bounty and Pension Association of the 
United States of America,”’ an organiza- 
tion that exists only in  Dickerson’s 
pocket. His scheme is to sell member- 
ship certificates for twenty-five cents 
each, which purport to entitle the holder 
to a bounty of $500 from the United 
States and an annual pension for life, 
in the event that a bill ‘to that effect 
introduced in congress (by request) be- 
comes a law. The holder, after the is- 
Suance of the certificate, is required to 
pay ten cents monthly into the associa- 
tion's ‘“‘treasury.”’ 

This is an old fake, and it has been 
worked in slightly varying forms for a 
dozen years. There is no law to prevent 
ignorant old negroes from giving their 
hard-earned quarters and dimes to a 
humbug who pretends to be working 
for an impossible piece of congressional 
legislation designed to benefit them, and 
if Dickerson had kept within the bounds 
of caution he would have been tmmune 
from prosecution. He lied too promiscu- 


ously, and his indiscreet mendacity got 
him in trouble. 

There is no telling how much Dicker- 
son has raked in on his wholesale confi- 
dence game. Some of the certificates 
he has issued in Atlanta are numbered 
over 190,000. At twenty-five cents each 
that would be $47,500. He has worked 
the graft for ten years, it is said, and 
all that time thousands of deluded 
darkies in thirty-four states of the Union 
have been pouring their monthly dime 
tribute into his capacious pocket. It is 
believed that upward of $100,000 have 
passed no further than his hands since 
he started out for wool. He has rolled 
high during all these years, been travy- 


owns some valuable real estate in Nash- 
ville and elsewhere, When put in the 
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Tower he remarked that he would make 
his bond easily when his friends in Nash- 
ville knew of his “persecution.” 

Over 700 Atlanta negroes born before 
the war have gone against Dickerson’s 
game. It is thought he has cleaned up 
$500 in certificate sales and dime ‘“‘dues"’ 
in this city alone. Every city, town and 
hamlet in the south, almost, has been 
“organized”’ by him or his agents and 
milked dry. 

Dickerson is a pampous, immaculately 
dressed, thoroughly poised negro of the 
straight strain. He would be taken for 
a bishop, at least. He sports glasses, a 
plug hat, cane, a black coat of impres- 
sive girth and tail and patent leather 
shoes. What he latks in education he 
more than makes up in native cunning 
and worldly experience. He travels about 
the country with a female ‘‘secretary’”’ 
named Callie House. 

The Atlanta ‘chapter’ of jis  lonz- 
named association, having grown restive 
and lost hope of enjoying Uncle Sam’s 
bounty, quietly investigated Dickerson by 
sending its secretary to Washington. It 
was found that he was maintaining no 
lobby there, as he represented, and there 
was plenty. of evidence that he was an 
unmitigated fraud. Dickerson was de- 
coyed to Atlanta by a letter telling him 
that a surplus had accumulated in the 
local treasury, and when he came down 
to gather it in and sell a few more cer- 
tificates, he was served with a warrant 
for cheating and swindling. More than 
a hundred witnesses appeared in court 
to testify against him, and the “chap- 
ter’’ employed Attorney 8. C. Crane to 
prosecute him.

DEPOT INJUNCTION CASE. . 


Hearirg Set for Tomcrrow Morning 
Before. Judge Lumpkin in 8u- 
perior Court. 

The depot injunction case has been set 
for a hearing tomorrow morning before 
Judge J. H. Lumpkin, in the superior 
court. Dates have been named for the 
hearing on two previous occasions, but 
the case was postpbned on account of the 
Julius L. Brown injunction case, which 

was being heard by Judge Lumpkin. 

That case has now been concluded and 
the present indications are that the depot 
hearing will proceed tomorrow morning, 
without further delay. Both sides will 
probably announce ready when the case 
is called, and one of the most interesting 
legal battles fought in Atlanta in some 
time will be in progress. 

Strong legal talent is arrayed on the 
side of the railroads and on the side of 
the city and every point in the case will 
be hotly contested. The effort of the 
railroads to prevent the board of health 
from removing the old flooring in the 
union depot has attracted considerable 
attention and a large crowd of spectators 
will likely attend the hearing. 


Edwin P. Ansley Has Removed His 
_ Office to No. 30 and 32 East 
Alabama Street. 

On account of the changes that will be 
made in the Old James Bank building 
when the work on the viaduct is begun, 
Edwin P. Ansley has leased the offices at 
No. 30 and 32 East Alabama street, and 
will occupy that place occupied by the 
Howard Transfer Company. He states 
that on account of the fire in the Mark- 
ham house block, several of the parties 
that were burned out have applied toa 
him to rent his old office, temporarily, un- 
til they could establish new headquarters. 
He further stated that it would be almost 
impossible for these parties to get perma- 
nent headauarters until some new build- 
ings are put up, that the town is absolute- 
ly filled up, and that outside of the Cun- 
ningham building, the Old Block building 
and one other building on Alabama street, 
the Kontz building, and one or two rail- 
road warehouses, there are hardly any un- 
occupied buildings that can be used for 
business purposes.
